ture)—Cotton prices steadied consid- 
erably during the week ending Jan- 
uary 9. The Department of Agricul- 
ture's weekly cotton report says: 


Demand for spot cotton was practi- 


cally unchanged with that of the pre- 
vious week but from some markets 
•came reports of slight improvement. 
Grades mostly inquired for were in 
the medium and lower grade cottons 
in the lengths of 7-8 inch nnd 15-10 
inch. The average price of Middling 
7-8 inch cotton a's compiled from the 
quotations of the ten markets Jan- 
uary 9th WHS 9.32c, compared with 
9.25c January 2nd and 16.69c on the 
corresponding day last season.. Ex- 
ports so far this season continue mod- 
crate and to January 9th amounted 
to about 4,200,000 bales, compared with 
4,500,000 for the like period the year 
before. According to the Financial 
und Commercial Chronicle, the world's 
visible supply of American cotton on 
January 
2nd amounted to 7,800,000 


bales, compared with 6,000,000 a year 
ago. 


. The Bureau of Agricultural Econo- 
nomics released January.2nd a report 
showing the grade and staple of cot- 
ton ginned in the United States prior 
to December I, 1930. The grade was 
slightly better and the staple some-, 
whaf- different from the glnnings ,for 
the corresponding period last year. 
Of about 12,800,000 bales of American 
Upland cotton ginned prior to Decem- 
ber 1st, 89.3 per cpnt was estimated to 
be white in color, compared with 86.9 
per cent during the corresponding 
period last year; 72.9 per cent was 
white, Middling and better, compared 
with 69.6 per cent last year; cotton 
other than white and extra white was 
7.9 per cent, compared with 10.2 per 
cent last year. 


The estimates of staple length of Up- 


land cotton show 13.7 per cent short- 
er than 7-8 inch compared with 20.4 
per cent ginned during the same per- 
iod lasf year; 76.3 per cent 7-8 inch 
to 1-1-32 inch in elusive, compared 
with 68.6 per cent and 10.0 per cent 
1-1_6 inch and over compared with 
11.0 per cent a year ago. The report 
on grades and staples is based upon 
the Census Bureau figures and upon 
the classification of 
samples taken 


during the period from representative 
gins throughout the cotton growing 
states. 


Grade differences during the past 


week were slightly revised and on 
January 9th the averag0 of the ten 
markets for Good Middling was 51 
points on Middling, Strict Middling 30, 
Strict Low Middling 62 points off Mid- 
dling and Low Middling 140. 


Premium staple cottons the past 


week witnessed but little change from 
the rather slow dcinand that has pe- 
vailed for some time for such cottons. 
Premiums for these cottons also re- 
mained practically unchanged.

He was rushed to St. .Joseph for 


fafekocping. A mob of approximately 
Goo Nodaway countiy citizens 'from 
practically every town in the county, 
gathered at the jail a few nights latci- 
and demanded the jailer to turn Gunn 
over to them. After several minutes 
Of conference between the leaders of 
the mob and the officers the mob re- 
turned to their homes. 
"The negro was then taken to Kan- 
sas City and placed in jail there to 
await trial.

Drouth Cuts Danger 


of Springtime Floods 


WASHINGTON-(U.R)-Last sum- 


mer's drouth, which proved so dis- 
astrous to farmers, will provide some 
compensation in the form of fewer 
floods in the larger rivers during 1931, 
according to M, W. Hayes, Chief of the 
River and Flood Division of the U. 
S. Weather Bureau. 


The outlook for floods this spring 


5 less than it has been for many 
years. Subsoil moisture has been de- 
pleted by the drouth and this supply 
must be replenished by a vast amount 
of water soaking into the .ground be- 
fore there will be enough water in 
the large rivers to cause floods. 


The Mississippi river has a lower 


water supply now than it has had 
since 1925. In 1926, after the 
dry 


season of 192S there were no floods of 
consequence along the Mississippi.

Repudiation of God 


The first step.in was a repudiation

Eighty per cent of the ru- 
ral white population of the South at- 
tend no religious service, and the rec- 
ord in town and city 'is not much bet- 
ter, A .higher type of preaching is 
demanded than ever before' yet. our 
chm-qbes 'make it next to impossible 
for one to do his best because of their 
non-attendance. There is no inspira- 
tion, in .an empty pew. Third; there is 
the .wide-spread desecration 
of 
the 


Sabbath day. Of late years the day 
means but little more than a holiday 
to multitudes. To 
lose 
sight 
and 


meaning of the Sabbath is to lose our 
sense of God. 


The second' step in was the en- 


thronement of materialism. The de- 
velopment of our natural resources, 
the • expansion of industry, the 
in- 


crease in material wealth, is without 
parallel in modern times. Should we 
have done all this? Yes, by all means 
Our sin is not that we have made this 
amazing progress. Our sin is in mak- 
ing materilaism an end instead of a 
means; of making it our master in- 
scad of our servant We have sum - 
dcrcd to its deceptive influence and 
have cried, "Great is the 
God 
of 


Materialism," and have bowed in wor- 
ship. We have built on that founda- 
tion and are stifling the fined life. We 
are not growing a soul commensurate 
with our increase in material prog- 
ress and power, and if this continues 
we shall become a menace 
to the 


world and to ourselves.
